IR imagery was good, 

One Isolated Heat \  Spot Fire was observed outside of the perimeter is on the southwestern corner. 

Intense heat was visible on western edge of the two northern timber areas. 

Scattered heats were also visible in the timbered areas, and the spot fire in the southcentral area in section 29 shows much 

less heat than last night.
